Mr. Ku ntz was retu rning to h is 
h ome from Carth age abou t dark last 
ev ening wh en th e accident h ap p ened. 
A new bridge is being

th ere and Mr. Ku ntz is accu stomed 
to p assing it p ractically ev ery day 
on ’h is trip s to and from h ome. 
Th e 
h orse nev er seared before, bu t it is 
th ou gh t th at th e animal was frigh t­ 
ened at one of th e abu ttments last 
nigh t, du e to th e fact th at it was al­ 
most dark. 
Th e h orse soon became 
u ncontrolable after it 
started and 
Mr. Ku ntz reasoned 
th at h is only 
ch ance to av oid being killed or p os­ 
sibly badly h u rt, was to ju mp . 
Acting accordingly , h e drop p ed th e 
lines and ju mp ed from 
th e bu ggy , 
wh ile th e h orse was ru nning at a rap ­ 
id gait. 
Mr. Ku ntz aligh ted in th e 
ditch on h is neck and sh ou lders and 
is still wondering h ow it h ap p ened 
th at h e did not break h is neck. 
lie 
was stu nned by th e fall and felt se­ 
v ere p ains abou t h is neck and sh ou l­ 
ders. After ly ing th ere for a time in 
a semi-consciou s state, h e was able 
to walk and was later taken h ome. 
/ 
As soon as h e was remov ed to h is 
h ome. Dr. J. C. Sip e was h u rriedly 
called and made an ex amination of 
h is body . 
Th e p h y sician fou nd th at 
h e h ad two broken ribs and a broken 
collar bone, wh ich is a v ery seriou s 
fractu re. 
Th e broken bones were 
set and Mr. Ku ntz was resting easier 
and not su ffering mu ch p ain today . 
Mr. Ku ntz is p ast middle age and it 
is th e belief of th e p h y sicians th at it 
may be some time before h e com­ 
p letely recov ers from h is inju ries. 
Th e h orse, after Mr. Ku ntz leap ed 
from th e bu ggy , ran on u p th e road 
to th e Ku ntz h ome and stop p ed ready 
to tu rn in th e gate.

not ov ertu rned in th e ru naway and 
was not broken in anv wav .

Colu mbu s, O., Ju ly 26.—The first 
session of the Repu blican state con 
ven* rtm which is to name a candidate 
for g ov ernor and state officers to op­ 
pose the Democratic state tick et head­ 
ed by Gov ernor Ju dson Harmon, will 
be called to order in Memorial hall at 
4 o’clock this afternoon by W alter F. 
Brown, chairman of the state commit­ 
tee. 
Nicholas Long worth of the First 
district is to be tem porary chairman 
of the conv ention. In his speech Long - 
worth, as a member of the hou se way s 
and means committee, is to defend the 
Taft policies as ex emplified by the 
Pay ne bill and other national measu res 
adopted at W ashing ton last winter. 
While it is accepted here that Presi­ 
dent Taft, on the v isit of Senator Bu r­ 
ton and Senator Dick to Bev erly , made 
it clear that he desired to k eep aloof 
from interfering in the work of this 
conv ention, he nev ertheless as a citi­ 
zen of Ohio, has a rig ht to his personal 
v iews as to a candidate for g ov ernor, 
and it is u nderstood that he did not 
look with k een fav or u pon the candida­ 
cies of either Ju dg e Brown of Day ton 
or of James R. Garfield. /It has become 
k nown in the inner circles of this con­ 
v ention that the nomination of Long - 
worth for g ov ernor wrou ld not be dis­ 
pleasing to Mr. Taft, bu t on the con­ 
trary wou ld receiv e his heartiest ap­ 
prov al. 
The prediction was freely ex ­ 
pressed today that shou ld the warring 
factions continu e their bitter work 
there will be bu t one ou tcome—the 
nomination of Mr. Long worth. 
In the scramble and tu mble the war­ 
ring 
leaders 
declared 
that 
Ju dg e 
Brown 
wou ld enter the conv ention 
with 300 deleg ates at his back . W arren 
G. Harding of Marion with 300, Carmi 
A. Thompson of Ironton, 300, and* Gar­ 
field, 125. 
This wou ld abou t absorb 
the 1,066 deleg ates comprising the 
conv ention. 
Georg e B. Cox of Cincin­ 
nati continu ed to predict Brown’s nom­ 
ination, declaring he had no second 
choice. 
Bu t as the day wore on the 
u ndercu rrent seemed to fav or Long - 
worth. He has no factional differences 
with Cox . none with Harding person­ 
ally nor with Thompson nor with Gar­ 
field. 
In fact, he seems to be free 
from the entang ling alliances and dis­ 
tu rbances which hav e ripped Ohio Re­ 
pu blicans^ wide open since W. H. 
Taft as President Roosev elt's secre­ 
tary of war made that speech at Ak ron 
in 19 05, which was the foreru nner of 
Roosev elt’s attack on Joseph Benton 
Forak er in 19 07 . Jam es Ru dolph Gar­ 
field is an av owed candidate for g ov ­ 
ernor, and he brou g ht along a platform 
with him. 
Senator Bu rton and Sena­ 
tor Dick g ot wind of the plan of Ar­ 
thu r I. Vory s. national committeeman, 
and Wade H. Ellis, chairman of the 
ex ecu tiv e committee, to g reet Mr. Gar­ 
field with a proposition to the effect 
that if he w'ou ld recant his criticism s 
of the Taft adm inistration he mig ht be 
considered as among the acceptable 
candidates for g ov ernor and prev ented 
them from g reeting Garfield with any 
su ch plan. Mr. Garfield's platform is a 
stu nner, In the first place Mr. Garfield 
Is willing to g iv e President Taft credit 
for “g ood intentions,’’ bu t Mr. Garfield 
is opposed to’ the Pay ne-Aldrich tariff 
law. 
He wants a tariff commission 
which shall tak e u p ev ery schedu le as 
qu ick ly as it becomes k nowm it is de 
fectiv e. He demands the initiativ e and 
the referendu m and the recall, and he 
is opposed tooth and nail to the pres­ 
ent railroad law. 
He borrows the La 
Follette state ex perimental farm plank , 
demands the abandonment of the ca­ 
nals, insists that the rig hts of mank ind 
are g reater than those of property , de­ 
mands more restrictiv e state railway 
reg u lation, the short ballot, commis­ 
sion g ov ernment for cities, and child 
and women labor reg u lation, and many 
other plank s. 
It is stated here by those who ou g ht 
to k now’, that there is no disposition 
on the part of the Taft m anag ers to 
needlessly affrdnt Mr. Garfield, and 
some ev en su g g est a complimentary 
v ote for him for g ov ernor by the Cu y ­ 
ahog a deleg ation. 
This, too, in the 
face of a specific declaration on the 
part of Garfield’s intim ates that Theo­ 
dore Roosev elt is org anizing an in­ 
su rrection all ov er the cou ntry ag ainst 
the Taft adm inistration. The nomina­ 
tion of Long worth for g ov ernor wou ld 
In a m easu re offset this alleg ed insu r­ 
rection. it was said, 
for Roosev elt 
ipig ht feel it ag reeable and conv enient 
to come into President T aft’s state and 
mak e a speech or two for Mr. Long - 
worth.

All tho se 
who co nsider facts 
dispassio nately 
co ncede that Abraham Linco ln had 
great qualities. 
The no rth ranks him 
amo ng the presidents with W ashing­ 
to n and the no rth having the ear o f 
the wo rld, he is so ranked by the 
wo rld at large. 
Co l. Ro o sevelt in his 
speeches likes to co uple Washingto n 
and Linco ln and in o ne o f the ad ­ 
dresses delivered by a distinguished 
Englishman at Ox fo rd university, the 
same co mpariso n and' co upling were 
co nspicuo us. 
Here 
In 
the 
so uth 
pro bably we shall need two genera­ 
tio ns mo re befo re we can judge Mr. 
Linco ln fairly. 
Perhaps that is true, 
also , o f the no rth. He was o ne o f the 
men o f histo ry who had the go o d fo r­ 
tune to die ex actly at the right time 
and in the right way fo r his o wn 
fame. 
The halo o f m artyrdo m rested 
upo n the laurel cro wn o f victo ry a f ­ 
ter a lo ng, do ubtful and affrighting 
war. 
Fifty years mo re must pass 
befo re his life and wo rk can be stud­ 
ied free o f the sympathy and pity 
and bo rro w aro used by the m anner 
and time o f his death, o f the hates 
and prejudices naturally caused by 
the wo rk o f his life. 
Pro bably many 
millio ns o f curio us minds have specu­ 
lated a< to ho w he wo uld have bo rne 
himself if he had lived and ho w he 
wo uld have co me thro ugh the o rdeal 
to which he wo uld have been subjec­ 
ted in the pro cess o f reestablishing 
peace and resto ring the unio n. 
Mo st 
so uthern peo ple as they have learned 
the mo re o f his ho mely go o d sense, 
his simple kindliness and his sincere 
lo ve fo r co untry and peo ple, believe 
that he wo uld have made o ur part o f 
the so lutio n o f the great pro blem the 
co untry faced much easier 
fo r us 
than it was. 
We believe he will stand in the 
histo ry o f the co untry as a great 
man and o ne o f the g rea test.o f the 
presidents. 
We think he will endure 
the analysis o f co ld and searching in­ 
vestigatio n o f his acts and mo tives, 
as sho wn o n the reco rds, after the 
passio n and sympathy, the hate and 
the lo ve have vanished with time and 
the 
passing 
o f 
generatio ns. 
The 
so uthern peo ple hated him mo st bit­ 
terly. He defeated us— o r rath er was 
the fo remo st instrument in helping us 
defeat o urselves—in 
po litics, when 
questio ns invo lving o ur dearest tra ­ 
ditio ns and ho pes and o ur mo st inti­ 
mate interests were invo lved. He de­ 


feated us in a war in which we staked 
o ur all and which determined adver­ 
sely a principle which was pa rt o f 
o ur very* life. 
It m ust be remember­ 
ed, ho wever, that the bitterness and 
hate o f o ppo nents and fo es is no in­ 
co nsiderable tribute. 
Co mparatively few o f 
us at the 
so uth realize ho w fearfully bitter was 
the feeling against Lirfco ln at 
the 
no rth. 
Co nsidering the 
po sitio n 
he 
no w ho lds in the estimatio n o f the 
co untry and the wo rld and that he is 
likely to ho ld there is instructio n and 
warning in the histo ry unearthed by 
tlie New Yo rk Sun. It sho uld be co n­ 
sidered in co nectio n with 
the 
fact 
that at o ne time he had no t a single 
friend iu either ho use o f the co n­ 
gress even in his o wn party. 
In the 
campaign o f 18 04 the no rthern Demo ­ 
crats o pened the flo o dgates o f their 
hate against the then president.

Linco ln as Charles I, o f England, was 
tried, and if fo und guilty, to ex ecute 
the law. 
It happened then, as it has hap- 
jx*ned unfo rtunately since, that ven­ 
erable and ho no red clergymen w ere 
the mo st vindictive, vituperative and 
reckless, and mo st dangero us and in­ 
cendiary o f all the speakers.

were fo remo st in stirring hate and

These speeches were treaso n 
o f the wo rst kind. 
The direct ten­ 
dency o f them was to

UNDER JIRDERS

On Mome nt’s Notic e . 


NO PRESENT NEED OF THEM

Indianapolis, 
July 
26. — Brigadier 
General William J. McKee, command­ 
ing the Indiana national guard, who 
was sent to South Bend to investigate 
the contention of the Grand Trunk that 
state troops were needed to quell riots 
by strik ers and strik e sympathizers in 
the Grand Trunk yards in that city, 
has reported to the governor that the 
local autho rities have the situation 
well in hanad and that it will be un­ 
necessary for the state to act. On the 
governor’s orders General McKee will 
remain in South Bend ano ther day to 
determ ine exactly the feelings of the 
strik ers and sympathizers. 
Meantime 
about 300 guards belonging to com­ 
panies in northern parts of the state 
will be held in readiness to go to the 
scene of trouble on a m inute’s notice. 
General McKee reported that the 
railroad had resumed passenger serv­ 
ice through the city. 
The Chicago- 
Detroit train due to arrive at 1:34 a. 
m., came into the city only about thir­ 
ty-five m inutes late. 
The train car­ 
ried a force of armed Pink ertons and 
the detectives sat at open windows 
with drawn revolvers as the train 
passed through the yards. The officers 
stood guard as the passengers alight­ 
ed. but their presence was not needed 
as no interference was offered. 
The 
state railroad commission 
has been 
appealed to by Mayor Goetz of South 
Bend, to mak e an inquiry into the fit­ 
ness of men employed by the Grand 
Trunk to operate its trains. In a long­ 
distance 
telephone 
message 
Mayor 
Goetz said the city authorities were 
confident the employes operating the 
trains were inexperienced, and that the 
company in employing them had not 
followed the Indiana law. 
After a 
conference with the governor Commis­ 
sioners Payne and McClure announced 
that the commission would tak e proper 
steps to ascertain the facts about the 
employes and would lay such facts as 
they were able to gain before the pros 
ecuting atto rney of St. Joseph county. 
Mayor Goetz insisted that the commis­ 
sion institute a court of inquiry at 
South Bend. This the commission de­ 
clined to do. The complaint lodged by 
the mayor was that tlagmen employed 
by the company are inexperienced and 
that o ther men are employed without 
being subjected to an examination of 
the rules of operating the road as re­ 
quired by law.
